SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording known as Untitled aka 16 is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The video recording does not deal with any of the matters contained in s3(1) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). In accordance 
with the Court of Appeal decision in Living Word Distributors v Human Rights Action 
Group (Wellington) (CA 58/00, 31 August 2000), the Classification Office therefore has 
no jurisdiction to classify the publication as anything other than unrestricted. 

Footage on the video recording includes two young women in school uniforms being 
followed around a supermarket by a person with a hidden camera. This makes up 
approximately one-quarter of the total running time. The remainder of the video 
recording comprises a black screen with incidental background noise. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. (NZBR Act) As the publication does not deal with any of the matters 
contained in s3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), and cannot receive any classification other than unrestricted, the rights 
and freedoms contained in si4 of the NZBR Act are not impeded in any way. 
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
